Dr. Blacow Will Address Women’s 
Club on Importance, Growth of JC's

last four years indicating the expanding effect the college has 


on the community. He stated,

that the school has grown 170 per 

cent in the last four years, and it 

is estimated that it will have grown 
230 per cent by 1970. 

In expanding his speech, Dr Bla- 
cow will explain that the junior 
colleges of California are now play- 
iig a more important part in the 
California educational system than 
ever before. Educators predict that 
the universities will increasingly 
stress upper division and graduate 
work while the junior colleges will 
undertake most of the lower divi- 
sion work. 

According to Dr. Blacow, it 
costs about $1,000 more per year 
to attend a state college or univer- 
sity than to attend a junior college. 
University of California studies 
show that junior college trans- 
ferees who were eligible for en- 
trance to university on the basis of 
their high school records, do as 
weil at native university students 
in their upper division work.
